Introduction. 

As  regards  this,  my  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report,  I  regret 
to  state  that  I  have  been  compelled,  owing  to  being  engaged  in 
military  duties  since  August,  1914,  to  materially  curtail  the 
matter  of  the  report,  and  have  had  to  omit  any  reference  in  the 
text  to  the  reports  of  the  various  district  Medical  Officers  of 
Health.  I  give,  however,  a  short  summary  of  the  work  carried 
on  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  during  the  year  extending 
from  July  ist,  1914,  to  June  30th,  1915,  together  with  the  special 
summary  tables  dealing  with  the  more  important  statistics. 

At  the  same  time,  the  annual  reports  of  district  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  will  not  be  overlooked,  and  the  attention  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  will  be  called  to  matters  of  impor¬ 
tance  which  they  may  contain,  and  to  which  it  would  appear  that 
the  special  attention  of  the  local  authorities  interested  should 
be  directed.

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Summary  of  the  Years  Work. 

Summary  of  the  Year’s  Work  of  the  Pubeic  Heaeth 
Committee  of  the  County  Councie,  with  Generae 
Comments  on  Pubeic  Heaeth  Administration. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  has,  for  the  reason 
stated,  been  considerably  curtailed.  At  the  same  time,  matters 
which  had  previously  been  taken  in  hand  have  been  advanced 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  new  work  has  been  undertaken.  For 
example,  during  the  year  detailed  reports  on  the  sanitary  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  the  following  districts  have  been  presented  : — 
Bilston,  Perry  Barr,  Quarry  Bank,  and  Short  Heath,  while  in  the 
case  of  other  districts  previously  reported  upon  the  matters 
referred  to  the  respective  Councils  have  been  under  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  a  special  sub-committee  appointed  to  deal  with 
such  reports.  In  addition  the  following  urban  districts  have 
been  re-inspected  : — ^Audley,  Biddulph,  Kidsgrove,  and  Rugeley. 

The  routine  work  under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention 
Acts  has  proceeded  on  former  lines.  The  systematic  work 
of  inspecting  existing  sewage  disposal  works  has  gone  on  unin¬ 
terruptedly,  and  each  year,  as  new  works  are  completed,  more 
and  more  time  has  to  be  devoted  to  this  part  of  the  work. 

As  regards  sewage  effluents,  while  special  attention  is  directed 
to  recently  constructed  works,  the  works  which  have  been 
thoroughly  established  are  by  no  means  overlooked.  All  are 
systematically  inspected  by  the  County  River  Inspector,  who 
at  once  reports  to  me  any  irregularities  he  observes.  Need¬ 
less  to  say,  his  visits  are  surprise  ones,  no  previous  notice  being 
given  of  his  intention  to  visit,  and  it  speaks  well  for  the  good 
faith  of  the  local  authorities  that  his  visits  are  hailed  with 
appreciation  rather  than  resentment. 

It  is  customary  to  call  the  Public  Health  Committee’s 
attention  at  the  time  to  any  serious  irregularities  which  are 
noted  in  the  management  of  sewage  works,  and  the  responsible 
Authorities  in  such  cases  are  invariably  communicated  with. 
Many  lesser  irregularities  noted,  however,  are  satisfactorily 
dealt  with  by  myself,  without  troubling  the  Committee,  by 
merely  calling  the  local  surveyor’s  attention  to  them.

Summary  of  the  Years  Work. 

As  regards  the  districts  which  drain  into  the  River  Tame 
further  progress  has  been  made.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state 
that  at  the  new  and  extensive  works  at  Walsall  the  whole  sewage 
is  now  being  treated  with  satisfactory  results.  The  contract  for 
the  new  works  for  Darlaston  has  been  let,  but  the  construction 
work  has  not  been  commenced  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  sanction 
for  the  necessary  loan  cannot  be  obtained  under  present  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

The  new  works  at  Willenhall  are  now  completed,  and  have 
recently  been  brought  into  operation. 

From  the  new  works  at  Bilston  and  Wednesbury,  good 
effluents  continue  to  be  discharged.  At  Oldbury,  I  understand 
that  an  extension  of  the  primary  contact  bed  is  in  contemplation, 
owing  to  an  increased  flow  of  chemical  waste.  At  Tipton, 
the  work  of  making  house  connections  is  still  proceeding,  and  the 
sewage  of  about  one-half  of  the  population  is  now  said  to  be 
dealt  with  at  the  disposal  works,  which  continue  to  discharge 
a  satisfactory  effluent. 

As  regards  the  County  Borough  of  West  Bromwich,  I  under¬ 
stand  that  a  scheme  for  extending  the  existing  sewage  disposal 
plant  is  being  prepared. 

As  regards  the  north  of  the  County,  the  provision  of  a  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  Audley  has  unavoidably  been  pOvStponed 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Government,  unless  for  urgent  reasons, 
will  not  at  the  present  time  sanction  any  capital  expenditure. 

During  the  year  two  Statutory  Inquiries  have  been  held 
under  the  Isolation  Hospital  Acts  with  a  view  to  securing  adequate 
hospital  accommodation  for  the  isolation  of  general  infectious 
cases,  one  at  Uttoxeter  to  consider  the  formation  of  a  joint  area 
for  the  urban  and  rural  districts,  and  the  other  at  Dudley  relating 
to  a  proposal  to  unite  the  urban  districts  of  Coseley,  Rowley 
Regis,  Sedgley,  and  Tipton,  for  isolation  hospital  provision. 
Both  these  Inquiries  were  adjourned,  in  the  first  case  to  enable 
the  authorities  to  present  proposals  satisfactory  to  the  Com- 
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mittee,  and  in  the  second  case  to  permit  of  negotiations  being 
entered  into  with  a  view  of  including  in  the  area  proposed  the 
county  borough  of  Dudley.  The  Committee  also  felt  that  the 
matter  was  less  pressing  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  obtaining 
sanction  for  loans  at  the  present  time. 

Arising  out  of  my  annual  report  for  last  year,  many  matters 
have  been  dealt  with  affecting  the  following  15  districts  : — 
Brierley  Hill,  Heath  Town,  Quarry  Bank,  Short  Heath,  Tipton, 
Uttoxeter,  Wednesbury,  and  Wednesfield  urban  districts,  and 
Gnosall,  Teek,  Tichfield,  Seisdon,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Stone,  and 
Uttoxeter  rural  districts. 

The  Council  are  again  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  success 
which  has  attended  the  arrangements  for  the  gratuitous  bacte¬ 
riological  examinations  in  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  enteric 
fever,  and  phthisis.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  very  large  increase  previously 
recorded  in  the  specimens  submitted  from  suspected  phthisical 
subjects  continues,  although  the  number  is  less  this  year  as 
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compared  with  1913-14.  This  is  work  which  might  be  undertaken 
by  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee,  but  up  to  the  present 
time  the  staff  available  is  inadequate,  and  this  will  probably 
be  the  case  until  the  termination  of  the  war. 

With  reference  to  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act, 
1902,  the  Council  have  already  been  informed  as  to  the  progress 
of  the  work  in  the  two  divisions  of  the  County,  but  the  following 
statement,  which  I  have  compiled  from  official  returns  and 
from  information  supplied  by  the  Inspectors,  will  indicate  the 
present  position  of  the  County  as  regards  the  number  of  midwives 
on  the  Register,  and  the  number  who  have  notified  their  intention 
to  practise,  as  well  as  other  details. 

The  number  of  certificated  midwives  on  the  Roll  is  561, 
of  whom  339  have  notified  their  intention  to  practise,  126  being 
trained  midwives.  In  addition  to  these,  37  midwives  residing  in 
county  boroughs  and  adjoining  counties  have  also  notified  their 
intention  to  practise  within  the  administrative  county. 


The  ages  of  midwives  who  were  practising  in  the  administra¬ 
tive  county  on  the  30th  June,  1915,  are  indicated  in  groups  in

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  only 
in  the  Administrative  County  during  1914  was  12396,  the  total 
number  of  births  registered  being  18871.  It  thus  appears  that 
midwives  attended  approximately  65  per  cent,  of  the  total  births 
in  the  county  as  compared  with  63  per  cent,  in  1913. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  summary  (July  ist, 
1914,  to  June  30th,  1915),  in  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board,  1461  notifications  have  been  received 
from  certified  midwives.

As  regards  the  steady  increase  in  the  notifications  of  sending 
for  medical  help,  the  figures  are  highly  satisfactory,  as  we  may 
fairly  infer  from  it  that  midwives  are  benefiting  by  the  instruction 
of  the  Inspectors,  and  are  realising  more  and  more  the  importance 
of  not  undertaking  the  sole  care  of  cases  presenting  abnonual 
features.

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These  figures  are  all  the  more  satisfactory  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  in  1907  Smethwick  was  constituted  a  County  Borough, 
thus  removing  40  certified  midwives  from  the  number  under 
the  control  of  the  Bocal  Supervising  Authority  of  the  Cormty, 
and  also  because  of  the  transference  of  73  midwives  to  the  Bocal 
Supervising  Authority  of  the  County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent, 
constituted  in  1910,  and  the .  inclusion  of  Handsworth  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Birmingham  in  November,  1911. 

The  significance  of  these  figures  becomes  more  apparent 
when  represented  in  diagramatic  form  showing  the  relative 
proportion  of  medical  help  and  still  birth  forms  per  100  midwives 
in  each  year  : —

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  notifications  of  still  births 
were  pretty  constant,  varying  between  the  limits  of  43  and  71, 
the  corresponding  figures  of  sending  for  medical  help  steadily 
progressed  from  63  in  1905-6  to  355  in  1914-15,  an  increase  of 
463  per  cent. 

To  some  extent  the  marked  increase  during  the  past  two 
years  in  the  medical  help  cases  may  be  accounted  for  by  the 
Treasury  maternity  grant  of  30s.

Unless  reliable  infonnation  is  otherwise  forthcoming,  it  is 
the  routine  practice  to  specially  enquire  into  the  circumstances 
attending  all  still-births  reported  by  midwives,  also,  in  special 
circumstances,  inquiries  are  made  into  cases  where  medical 
help  is  sent  for  as  well  as  when  deaths  of  mothers  or  infants 
are  reported,  and  it  is  the  invariable  practice  when  cases  of 
puerperal  fever  attended  by  a  midwife  only  in  the  first  instance 
are  reported  to  specially  inquire  into  the  circumstances.  In 
the  following  table  figures  are  given  showing  the  number  of 
ordinary  visits  paid  by  the  Midwife  Inspectors  as  well  as  special 
visits,  the  outcome  of  notifications  received  ; —

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Summary  of  the  Years  Work. 

Besides  such  enquiries,  reported  irregularities  to  the  number 
of  39  were  specially  investigated. 

During  the  year  39  cases  of  irregular  conduct  were  reported 
to  the  lyocal  Supervising  Authority.  Thirty-one  of  these 
were  dealt  with  by  letters  of  caution  from-  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  ;  two  were  fonnally  censured  by  the  Bocal 
Supervising  Authority  ;  six  were  reported  to  the  Central  Mid¬ 
wives’  Board.  In  two  cases  the  names  were  removed  from 
the  Roll  and  the  certificates  cancelled  ;  in  three  others  the  mid¬ 
wives  voluntarily  surrendered  their  certificates,  and  in  the  re¬ 
maining  case  the  midwife  died  before  the  hearing  by  the  Board. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  three  midwives  voluntarily  surrendered 
their  certificates  on  account  of  ill-health  and  inability  to  comply 
with  the  Rules.  In  the  two  cases  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report 
as  having  been  adjourned  for  further  consideration  by  the  Board, 
the  midwives  were  both  deprived  of  their  certificates. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  the  names  of  71  mid¬ 
wives  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  as  the  result  of  represen¬ 
tations  to  the  Board  by  the  Bocal  Supervising  Authority. 

It  would  appear  that  the  policy  of  the  Bocal  Supervising 
Authority  in  prosecuting  women,  who,  though  uncertificated, 
have  practised  as  midwives  has  had  the  desired  effect,  for  in 
only  two  cases  had  proceedings  to  be  taken  during  the  year  under 
review. 

During  the  year  eight  midwives  have  died.  In  addition 
to  these,  as  the  outcome  of  a  special  inquiry  undertaken  at  the 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  the 
purpose  of  correcting  the  Roll,  it  was  discovered  that  ten  mid¬ 
wives  had  died  during  preceding  years  whose  deaths  had  not 
been  reported  to  the  Bocal  Supervising  Authority. 

The  following  table  shows  particulars  with  regard  to  equip¬ 
ment,  etc.,  of  the  certificated  midwives  : —

As  regards  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Acts  in  this  County  by  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  County  Coimcil  is  highly  efficient. 

The  County  is  divided  into  two  areas  under  the  charge  of 
two  Senior  Inspectors,  who  have  under  them  assistants,  and 
who  also  have  the  power  of  appointing  further  temporary  assis¬ 
tants  as  occasion  requires.  The  work  under  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Act  is  also  under  the  same  administration  and  staff. 

As  regards  the  number  of  samples  collected,  this  County 
compares  favourably,  I  think,  with  other  counties.  In  the 
following  table  I  have  set  forth  the  samples  which  were  analysed 
during  the  year  1914,  together  with  the  results  : —

Summary  of  Statistics  with  Comments. 

Appended  are  tables  showing  the  usual  statistical  matter, 
and  concerning  these  I  would  merely  make  the  following  com¬ 
ments. 


Area  and  Popui^ation. 

I  have  no  alteration  to  record  this  year  in  the  area  of  the 
Administrative  County,  neither  have  the  areas  of  the  constituent 
districts  been  altered  since  my  last  report. 

The  populations  of  the  various  districts  are,  for  the  purpose 
of  this  report,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1914,  and  are  based 
on  factors  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  which 
I  passed  on  to  the  district  medical  officers  of  health  who,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  have  made  use  of  the  figures  and  worked 
out  their  rates  upon  them.  The  rates  in  this  report  are  worked 
out  on  populations  arrived  at  by  using  the  Registrar-General’s 
factors,  and,  to  the  extent  that  these  factors  have  not  been  made 
use  of  by  local  medical  officers  of  health,  the  ra:es  in  this  report 
will  differ  from  those  in  the  reports  for  individual  areas. 

Again,  as  regards  death-rates,  factors  for  correction  in 
accordance  with  age  and  sex  constitution  were  also  supplied 
to  local  medical  officers  of  health,  and  although  these  were  made 
use  of  in  the  local  reports  in  a  few  instances  only  they  have  been 
used  in  calculating  the  general  death-rates  for  this  report,  as  is 
indicated  in  the  general  table  in  which  the  factors  are  given  as 
well  as  the  unaltered  rates  and  those  corrected  for  age  and  sex.

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  combined  urban  and  rural 
areas  the  death  rate  this  year  is  identical  with  the  mean  for  the 
previous  quinquennial  period.  In  considering  the  urban  and 
rural  areas  apart,  however,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an 
unimportant  increase  in  the  urban  death  rate  and  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  rural  death  rate. 


There  are  many  incidental  circumstances,  however,  which 
influence  the  death-rate  from  year  to  year,  and  the  only  just 
way  of  arriving  at  an  opinion  is  to  compare  the  means  of  various 
periods.  If  this  is  done  it  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table 
that  there  has  been  a  steady  and  highly  satisfactory  decline 
in  the  death-rates  during  the  past  five  quinquennial  periods. 

The  death-rates  in  urban  and  rural  districts,  together  with 
the  figures  upon  which  they  are  based,  are  shown  in  the  tables 
at  the  end  of  this  report.  In  the  following  table  the  figures

are  given  for  those  urban  districts  in  which  the  rates  this  year 
exceed  16.0  per  1,000,  together  with  figures  and  remarks  bearing 
on  the  influence  which  causes,  preventable  and  more  or  less 
non-preventable,  have  had  in  causing  such  high  rates.

Infantile  Mortality. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  decline  in 
infant  mortality  in  the  Administrative  County  during  recent 
years  has  been  maintained,  the  urban  mortality  being  120  this 
year  compared  with  128  the  previous  year,  and  the  rural  85 
compared  with  89.  As  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  climatic  con¬ 
ditions  were  by  any  means  favourable  to  a  low  infant  death- 
rate,  one  is  inclined  to  hope  that  efforts  in  the  direction  of  im¬ 
proving  general  sanitary  conditions,  and  special  efforts  directed 
towards  a  reduction  in  this  rate  are  beginning  to  manifest  them¬ 
selves.

The  death-rate  from  zymotic  diseases,  including  under 
that  heading,  according  to  the  Registrar-GeneraFs  classifica¬ 
tion,  the  seven  principal  ones,  viz.,  small-pox,  measles,  scar¬ 
latina,  diphtheria,  fevers,  whooping-cough,  and  diarrhoea,  is 
slightly  lower  than  the  mean  for  the  previous  quinquennial 
period.

Small-pox. — Again  the  administrative  county  has  been 
entirely  free  from  smaU-pox.  Sporadic  cases  of  the  disease, 
however,  have  occurred  in  different  districts  throughout  England, 
and  one  anxiously  scrutinizes  the  weekly  returns  of  infectious 
cases  distributed  by  the  Eocal  Government  Board  in  order  to 
note  any  cases  which  may  occur  in  proximity  to  the  county. 
Judging  from  past  experience,  sooner  or  later  outbreaks  will 
occur  which  will  tax  our  resources  to  the  utmost,  having  regard 
to  the  fact  that  the  population  is  now  so  inadequately  protected 
by  vaccination. 

Measles. — In  the  Administrative  County,  178  deaths  occurred 
from  measles,  as  compared  with  374  in  1913,  equal  to  a  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  of  o .  25,  as  against  0.55.  Of  these  deaths, 
154  occurred  in  the  urban  districts,  or  0.32  per  1,000,  and  24  in 
the  rural  districts,  producing  a  rate  of  o.  ii  per  thousand.

Tuberculosis. — Since  February  ist,  1913,  Tuberculosis, 
which  had  been  partially  notifiable  previously,  became  notifiable 
generally,  both  pulmonary  and  other  forms.

1,399  compared  with  1,722.  No  doubt  the  lower  figures  are 
explained  by  a  surmise  I  made  a  year  ago  that  the  first  year’s 
figures  would  be  higher  than  those  of  succeeding  years,  because 
they  naturally  would  include  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
of  long  standing.
